School Division “> 
Arranges Finances 


Financial arrangements between 
the Olds School Division No. 31 and 
the Municipalities were arranged on 
Tuesday afternoon, when a meeting 
of the board of trustees and repre- 
sentatives of the various municipali- 
ties was held at Didsbury, 

Representatives from Mountain 
View, Westerdale, Rosebud, Beave 
Dam, Stauffer, Waterloo and Poplar 
Grove were present. 

In discussing the financing of the 
schools it was pointed out that ac- 
cording to the School Act the muni- 
cipalities were required to pay the 
school requisitions quarterly, which 
left the School Division without 
funds to operate for three months, 
The board felt that if bank borrow- 
ings were in the hands of the muni- 
cipalities a saving in interest could 
be made and they asked that the 
requisitions be paid on a monthly 
basis, 

After considerable discussion it 
Was agreed that the municipalities 
should pay the first quarter's requi- 
sitions on or before April fst and 
that therefrom the requisitions would 
be paid on the first of each month.

'he financial statement was read 
ant discussed During the discus- 
sion questions were asked regarding 
ihe cost of the building of roads and 
the secretary reported that the costs 
varied with the conditions and that 
the costs, including depreciation of 
machinery, was from 8150.00 to 
$200.00 per mile The labor, mate- 
tin] and fuel oil costs were charged 
to the divisions, but that the machin- 
ery costs were spread over the entire 
municipality. 

Discussion was introduced on the 
vaccination of horses for sleeping 


sickness, The feeling of the meet- 
ing was that the secretary should 
cireularize the farmers regarding 


vaccination and it was stated that 
with co-operation the cost of the 
vaceine would be 75e per head for 
iwo doses and that the administra 
tion could be done at a cost of 2Ac 
per head, The vaccination Hell 
be done early, not later than May 1, 
ind it would be effective for a period 
of six months. 

Mr W H. A. Thomas gave a 
short outline on the working of the 
larger school district.
